It was no doubt in effect 
prior to 1900, but the old books of the Company are not available, and we cannot substantiate 
it. However, up to the present time there, has never been a word of complaint filed against the 
charge, even though the consumers have increased to'11,345, and the fact-that apparently many 
consumers did not know tliat this rule or charge was in existence is suflicient proof that it has 
not been a burden or worked a hardship on the public. 


The Courts have decided that."Under meter rates revenue is available only when Service is 


used, and it is common experience that many customers do not use sufficient service to incur a 
bill large enough to meet the fixed expenses alone. A minimum bill, 'therefore, is both neces- 
sary and just." - 


Innumerable decisions have been handed clown by Supreme Courts and Public Service 


Commissions sustaining the minimum rate charges oC Water Companies, Artificial Gas, Electric 
Light, and Natural Gas Companies. Among the latest arc those of the borough of Galeton 
against the Potter Gas Company (a Pennsylvania Corporation), and William Osborne, et al. vs. 
the same Company. Both cases were decided last November by the Public Service Commission 
of Pennsylvania In favor ol! the Gas Company, and in each instance a minimum monthly charge 
of $1.10, subject to a discount flf 10 cents for prompt payment, was considered just and reason-

The case of the Fayettc County Gas Company is identical with that of the Potter Gas Com- 


pany. 


The report further states that "The actual increase in the price of Natural Gas and the up- 


ward tendency of the market for the product in the fields of the Potter Gas Company would ap- 
pear to furnish substantial ground under the evidence submitted to the Commission to justify 
the respondent to increase the amount of its gross income 
" 


Further the report of the Commission goes on to say that: "It is not an unusual thing for 


a Natural Gas Company to make a minimum charge of One Dollar per month, for domestic con- 
sumption. Of the thiity-six companies furnishing natural gas that have filed a minimum with 
the Commission, twenty-one charge Ono'Dollar and over per month, and fifteen charge less 
than One Dollar. 


It appears that a majority of the larger companies, more especially those whose plant 


equipment extends over one or more coiinties, make a charge of ijil.OO per month. 


The record shows that the Poll or ("las Company furnishes service to 3 6,558 consumers re- 


siding in throe counties. It also appears from the testimony of the respondent that thirty-two 
out of the thirty-three communities served by it have accepted and are paying the new mini- 
mum charge of $1.00."

In view of the foregoing facts, docs it not seem like foolishness to take the same complaint 


up with the same Commission, and needlessly waste a lot of money in expenses, which could be 
used to much better advantage elsewhere?
